U. S. Transport Plane in France 


CHAMBON-SUR-LAC, France—(AP)^-Rescue crews today found 


the shattered snow-crusted wreckage of a missing U. S. air force 
transport plane 5.000 feet up a mountain slope in southern France. 
AH aboard were dead. 


American and French rescuers 


begin bringing1 the battered burn- 
ed bodies of the 36 passengers and 
crewmen—all U.S. military per- 
sonnel—down the 
side of 
the 


mountain where the twin-engined 
flying box car crashed Tuesday. 


Rescue teams who fought their 


way up the snow and ice en- 
crusted slope 250 miles south of 
Paris said most of the fire-scarred 
bodies were battered to bits by the 
crash. 


Plane in One Piece 


The plane itself appeared to be 


in one piece, with only small bits 
of wreckage scattered over an 
area of some. SO square yards. Its 
two engines had buned themselves 
into the snow-rusted soil and the 
fuselage 
apparently 
had burst 


open. Half the twin tail assembly 
was burned, but the other part 
was intact. 


A team of French soldiers first 


sighted the wreckage just after 
dawn. They had treked afoot and 
on skis all night, through a three- 
foot snow layer, to reach the crash 
scene. Later they were joined by 
10 U.S. air force rescue worker*. 


The plane disappeared Tuesday 


on a routine flight from Frank- 
furt to Bordeaux with 29 airmen, 
a U.S. soldier .and six crewmen 
aboard. It crashed into a peak in 
the Mont Dore group some 20 
miles south of Clermont Ferrand. 


Weather Was Bad 


Today the plane lay glistening 


in the sunlight, a few feet below 
the opening of a defile toward 
which the pilot apparently had 
headed. Chambon residents said 
the weather on Tuesday at the 
time of the crash was foggy, with 
visibility very limited. 


First trace of the missing plane, 


discovered yesterday, was a partly 
burner1 U.S. air force training 
certificate found in the Mont Dore 
area. It was identified as having 
belonged to one of the passengers.

route to Bordeaux where they 
were to open a motor pool as part 
of the gigantic U.S. supply line 
from the Atlantic across France 
to Germany.

Steel Union Has Opportunity 


To Point Way to Stability 


Shortly the wage-policy committee of the United Steel 


Corkers will meet in Atlantic City to frame its demands 
for the December wage talks with the steel industry. Once 
again, a major union faces an opportunity to temper legiti- 
mate aspirations with statesmanlike reserve—in the interest 
of a sound economy and a sure defense. 


First of all, no thought should be entertained of using a 


strike this time to enforce union demands. The U. S. reaftna- 
ment program, up to now somewhat behind schedule, is at 
last getting into stride. A crippling shortage of steel might 
put it months off the desired pace. 
Apparently Defense Mobuizer Charles Wilson is optimis- 


tic that the steelworkers understand this thoroughly. He 
said the other day, "I believe they'll keep production going." 
The nation must hope his confidence in their judgment of na- 
tional necessities is not misplaced. 


> What of the wage demands themselves? The union, of 


course, has not yet made up its mind what to seek. According 
to existing wage-ceiling formula, the steelmen are entitled 
to just four more cents an hour. There is considerable doubt 
that USW officials will be content with that relatively mea- 
ger advance. 
What they decide, and what finally is agreed upon, are 


of great importance both to the wage strategy of^ other -big 
unions and to a country trying hard to keep its economy out 
of a dizzy inflation spiral. 
' Three courses loom ahead at this moment. 


The union can accept the four-cent boost and remain 


within present wage formula limits. 


It can press for a higher increase, with the prospect that 


If it' succeeds the dam will be broken and a new flood of 
wage-hike demands will pour in upon industry. 


It can search for some new formula that somehow pre- 


serves the current anti-inflation structure but opens the way 
for increased rewards at the pay window. 
This last may sound like a contradictory task, but it may 


Hot be. In the well-advertised General Motors contract, 
wages are linked not only with the cost of living but with 
productivity. That is, they may rise as the output per man 
pour—prime index of worker efficiency—climbs. 


The theory is that such increased efficiency spells sav- 


ings, and that these may be safely passed on to workers, con- 
sumers and stockholders without contributing measurably to 
inflationary pressures. 
In contrast, other types of wage 


boost add to costs—and prices—with no compensating off- 
set of efficiency. 
There are hints that this formula may come in for care- 


ful scrutiny by the steel union. The device has been widely 
applauded on many sides, not least because it places a pre- 
mium on heightened efficiency and makes a hike in wages a 
reward for that sound accomplishment. 


Plainly, the formula has merit, and it appears to be suc- 


cessful where it is being tested. For the steelworkers to 
accept it would be consonant both with their own ambition 
for a better lot and the nation's need for-a stable economy.

dummy continued with the three 
of spades. South won the second 
trump finesse with the queen, 
drew the last trump with the ace, 
and then ran the clubs to discard 
his losing diamonds. 


The difference between the sens- 


ible defense and West's brain- 
storm was 1530 points. What's 
more, this sort of thing is being 
done all over the country in the 
name of the higher skill.

tory since they cannot always be 
private and the teacher does not 
have the necessary records with 
her. 


Planning Needed 


Scheduled conferences require a 


great deal of careful planning and 
after-school work on the part of 
the teacher. However, the results 
seem to be worthwhile. The teach- 
er has the time to ask questions 
and to answer those of th« parent. 
The records are accessible to the 
parent. Frank discussion of com- 
mon problems, both as to the 
strengths and weaknesses of the 
child, are very enlightening. 


Very often there are no pat 


answers to the problem but the 
very fact of talking over the prob- 
lem, 
getting the other person's 


point of view and considering pos- 
sible means of improvement is 
helpful. 


So often, understanding the par- 


ent's point of view and getting 
some of the background gives th# 
teacher a deeper insight into the 
why of a child's behavior. Class 
work, study habits, physical cor- 
rections and social attitudes, such 
as acceptance of responsibility, are 
-among the many topics discussed 
in these conferences. 


Social Aspects Stressed 


One of the most important qual- 


ities for a child to develop is the 
ability to get along well with oth- 
ers. This ability is more clearly 
highlighted at school than at 
home. In school the child must 
observe regulations which are set 
up for the good of the group. He 
should understand the need for 
such regulations in a democratic 
society and realize that he must 
not expect special privileges. 


Another important attitude is 


that of trying to work up to the 
limits of one's own ability. It is 
easy and harmful for a parent or 
a teacher to compare one child 
with another, forgetting that there 
is a wide divergence in all person- 
alities. We all realize that emo- 
tions play a great part in the 
learning process. The child who 
gets along well with others will 
do better school work. Wise direc- 
tion of emotional drives is neces- 
sary for all-round adjustment. 


Responsibility Important 


One of the most difficult tasks 


today is to teach children to accept 
responsibility. A wholesome per- 
sonality must learn to face facts, 
:o acknwledge his own mistakes 
and to plan and work toward the 
improvement of his behavior pat- 
tern. 


He must realize that hia care- 


lessness or laziness may cause in- 
convenience or even harm to oth- 
ers. The responsibility of the school

American A-Bomb 
Scientists May 
Get Nobel Prizes 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden — (AP) 


—Two of America's leading atomic 
scientists, Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg 
and Dr. Edwin M. McMillan, both 
of the University of California at 
Berkeley, 
are_ expected to 
be 


named tonight" as winners of the 
1951 Nobel prize in chemistry. 


The Royal Swedish Academy of 


Science meets later today to vote 
the awards, but all indications 
here pointed to the naming of the 
California pair. 


If chosen, they will divide a 


prize of 167,612 Swedish crowns 
(about $32,357), from a trust fund 
established by-the inventor of dy- 
namite, the late Alfred Nobel. 


Seaborg is the discoverer of five 


new elements of matter, including 
Plutonium, the substance which 
made the atomic bomb cheaper. 
McMillan, through^ the earlier dis- 
covery of the element neptunium, 
paved the way for Seaborg's find- 
ing of plutonium.

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Exile for Anti-Francoites Also a Paradise 
Isle of Majorca, Tourist Playground, Is Home for Political Prisoners 


By ALLYX BAUM

£, P A L M A, Majorca—(NEA)— 


Twelve hours by boat from Spain 
is one of Franco's Siberias. It is 
also the "golden isle," the isle o 
rnanana, the loveland of Frederick 
Chopin and George Sand, and the 
. present day delight of European 
tourists. 


Majorca lies in the Mediter- 


ranean between France and Spain; 
a 30-by-50 mile paradise of green 
mountains, rocky cliffs and white 


jf beaches where the sun shines al! 


but 12 days in the year. It may 
soon rival Capri as an Interna- 
tional playground. 


But few tourists know that Ma- 


jorca is an island of exile to at 
least 500 former political prison- 
ers of Franco. After long- years in 
jail, these men have been sen- 
tenced to resettle in Majorca at 
the end of their prison terms, 
never to return to their mainland 


Gnomes again. * • » 


' Travel and communications con- 
trols to and in Majorca are rigidly 
enforced. The island crawls with 
the hated Guardia Civil and hun- 
dreds of loyal Franco troops. 


Despite close surveillance, op- 


position to Franco exists, even 
flourishes—but is doomed to fail- 
ure because of Majorca's insular 
position. 


ff 
Criticism of Franco is more out- 


spoken here than in any other 
place in Spain. No one cheers 
the sloppy, ill-equipped Spanish 
troops which parade through the 
streets of Palma, Majorca's cap- 
ital. Spectators drift away when 


. the national anthem is played. 


Unlike the mainland, there are 


Ho blatantly pro-Franco posters 
plastered over Palma's walls. They 
would be ripped down as aoon as 


^darkness fell. 


: Everyone gripes about the ra- 
dio: "Only bad records and worse 
propaganda," they say. Hardly 
anyone ever reads a 
Spanish 


paper. They prefer the more ex- 
pensive foreign papers which ar- 
rive a week after original publi- 
cation. 
: So intense is the anti-Falangist 
feeling that Majorca's inhabitants 


ubbornly call streets for Franco 


heroes by their original naine. 


Franco's method of breaking up 


opposition to his regime is grim- 
ly efficient. 


When an anti-Falangist finishes 


his prison term, he is "exiled" to 
the provinces or to the Ballearic 
Islands of Majorca or Minorca— 
as far away from his original 
home as possible. Once there he 
must report monthly to the police 
who have his name on file. Any 
irregularities and the exile is re- 
turned to prison.

week must go through Barcelona 
on the Western coast of Spain. All 
telegrams and telephone calls also 
must be routed through Barcelona. 

A 
call to Paris from Palma takes a 
minimum of 11 hours. In any 
other country in Europe, contact 
can normally be established with- 
in 30 minutes. 


As "Siberias" go, however, Ma- 


jorca could hardly be more pleas- 
ant. Food, rent and wines are 
cheap, the scenery is magnificent 
and the weather stunning. 


But while delighted tourists and 


visitors sunbathe and swim in the 
clear blue Mediterranean Sea, the 
exiled men of Majorca dream only 
of when they can get away—back 
to the mainland and their homes 
and to what liberty is left them in 
Franco Spain. 


TOURIST PLAYGROUND—In luxury hotels like this one in 
Majorca, visitors can have a room and bath with ocean view and 
three meals (including wine) for the equivalent of $3.50 a day. 
Only in Majorca

method succeed completely. A 
political exile here told me that 
on the Spanish" mainland many 
ex-prisoners have managed to re- 
turn home and reorganize their 
underground because of the inef- 
iciency and corruption of Fran- 
co's government and police.

trols tighten. 


All shipping to and from Ma- 


orca must go to Spanish ports. 


There is no maritime traffic 


whatsoever with Southern France 


r North Africa, the nearest for- 
eign ports. Naval patrols enforce 
this blockade. 


There are only three air flights 


weekly. to foreign countries, two 


of which are on Spanish commer- 
cial lines. All three flights must 
arrive and depart on Sunday when 
Palma's airport is jammed with 
Falangist secret service agents 
and Guardia Civil carefully check- 
ing all passengers.

^WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 
government today rolled back 
ceiling prices on used automobiles 
aix per cent below level* of last 
January. 


The office of price stabilization 


(OPS) aaid its new dollan-and- 
centa ceilings set prices at about 
current market levels. An excep- 
tion of the immediate rollback 
will be 1851 models which may be 
sold at the going market price. 
W However. OPS said 1951 cars, 
along with all others, will be sub- 
ject to a two per cent deduction 
for depreciation on Jan. 1. Every 
three months thereafter, on the 
first day of each calendar quar- 
ter, another two per cent must be 
cut from the price of all the 
named 35 makes of cars manu- 
factured between 1940 and 1951. 


Basis Explained 


The ceiling price of pre-1940 


will be that of the oldest 


model listed for the same make. 


The new dollars and cents order 


replaces previous orders setting 
ceilings on the basis of prices in 
several used car guide books. Pro- 
visions of the regulation are ef- 
fective Nov. 20. However, the 
dollars and cents prices do not 
go into effect until 30 days after 
that date. 


The order divides the country 


three geographical areas for 


pricing. The areas generally re- 
flect differences in shipping costs 
of the cars originally. Those in 
region A will have the lowest price 
and those in region C the highest 
under the lengthy tables. 


OPS gave this example of how 


the two per cent depreciation will 
apply: 


Here's An Example 


A 1950 Chevrolet styline special 


tf-door sedan in region A is listed 
it $1,555. On Jan. 1, 1952, the 
ceiling price will be two per cent 
less than that price, or $1,523.90. 
On April 1, 1952 the ceiling price 
will be two per cent less than 
$1,523.90, or $1,493.42, and so on 
for each calendar quarter. 


The ceiling prices include all 


standard equipment, as well as 
radio, heater and other items on 
the car at the time the seller 
Aought the car. Automatic trans- 
missions or drives, or air-condi- 
tioning units are extra and prices 
also are listed which may be added 
to the car ceiling. 


OPS said the ceilings for such 


extra equipment must be de- 
preciated at the same rate as that 
of'the car itself. 


May Exceed Celling 


The agency said allowances for 


a used car being traded in on 
C 


other new or used automobile 
ty exceed the ceiling price. 


However, the allowance must not 
exceed the ceiling for the car on 
which it is being traded. 


OPS specified that used ears on 


dealers' lots must bear tags stat- 
ing the make, model, line or series 
and the ceiling price, including 
extra, special or optional equip- 
ment The tag also must show the 
price at which the car is being 
offered for sale. Sellers also must 


invoices within seven days 


after a sale giving this detailed 
information. 


The order bars sellers from 


any special requirements as a con- 
dition for sale, such as: demand- 
ing time payments, loans through 
any particular agency, or pur- 
chasing extra equipment, parts or 
service to get the car.

When she died in 
1932 she left about $1,500,000 and 
unpaid debts of about $3,000,000.

tribution of $17,887.27 remaining 
in the estate to creditors. When 
this action is taken, eight distribu- 


Ptions of assets to creditors will 


have been completed. She did not 
leave a penny to heirs and many 
creditors .were not paid in full.

AT TIMES the usual first aid 


methods must be modified to do 
the best for the most but the basic 
principles of good care still can be 
followed. 


The Civil Defense supplement to 


the Red Cross First Aid textbook 
warns that a first aider should not 
permit the urgency of a situation 
to lead mm into an "anything 
goes" attitude. He should adopt 
as his guide the "best am aid 
possible under the over-all circum 
stances." 


In the case of disaster, first aid 


procedures should be confined to 
the minimum necessary to protect 
casualties until medical help is 
available First alders should work 
in an organized orderly fashion 
They may have to nandle many 
victims. The Red Cross first aid 
course has been extended from 18 
to 22 hours to cover their duties. 


The extent of first aid in an 


atom bomb attack must be geared 
to several factors, including the 
distance from the center of a blast 
and first aid stations in given 
areas. Up to a mile and a quarter 
in all directions from the blast cen- 
ter will be the area of very Heavy 
destruction and toss of life. The 
damage and casualties will still be 
severe a mile and seven-eighths 
from the center, but not so bad as 
in the first area, and they will 
be relatively minor three and an 
eighth miles away. 


The first aider's first job may be 


to get a victim to safety. If walls 
are falling he can't wait for a 
stretcher and be can't "splint them 


•tank*! can be used to remove seriously injured person from danger. 


where they lie." He may not be 
able to cleanse a minor cut or 
scratch. This patient may have to 
walk to a rear area. 


But the Red Cross textbook's 


rules to see what injuries the pa- 
tient Has and to treat the most 
senous ones first, hold good in an 
atom bomb attack. It is estimated 
that in Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
83 per cent of the fatalities wore 
due to wounds, fractures, crusm-ng 
injuries and burns. Five to 15 pef 
cent were due to radiation sickness. 


The first aider** work for the 


most part will be to arrest hemor- 
rhage, treat burns, relieve pain, 
care for shock and apply dry dress- 
ings, no ointments, where possible.
